She sent it and some others 
to me to see if they were worth any- 
thing. I gave her fair value and wrote 
her about the Boscawen stamp and 
said that as she lived there when she 
got that envelope perhaps she could 
think of some relatives she had writ- 
ten to in the early days and possibly 
dig up a Boscawen stamp. 

“She was pretty old and she wrote 
back quite a lot of her family history, 
telling me how they had scattered, 
died off or been lost track of, and she 
mentioned that about 1850 a cousin 
had gone out to Hawaii as one of the 
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early missionaries and that she still 
had some relatives living out there. 
That sure got my imagination to 
working. 

“There wasn’t a chance in a thou- 
sand, but there wasn’t a chance in a 
million for the Eohippus to get to be 
a horse, so I wrote the old lady about 
the value of the ‘Missionary’ stamps 
and urged her to begin to dig for 
some. She needed money, so she wrote 
out there. Got the names of three or 
four relatives she had lost track of, 
and wrote to ’em. 

“T had to keep encouraging her to 
make her keep on. It’s a funny thing, 
but you ask any old person if he has 
any old letters and nine times out of 
ten he’ll say no, or if he does say yes, 
he’s sure there are no stamps on 
them. That’s what these relatives 
wrote the old lady. She would tell 
me, and I’d pep her up to keep after 
them, till at last it dwindled down to 
one man who MIGHT have some old 
letters and some time he’d look-see 
and send her anything he found. 

“She gave up then and said we 
would just have to wait and see, but 
she gave me his name and address. 
It was a little town only about 300 
miles away, and the possibilities wor- 
ried me until I finally decided to take 


a chance and hopped out there.

DEATH OF SAMUEL BENNETT 


Samuel Bennett, former Secretary of 
the S. P. A., died on December 10, 
1931, at Millville, N. J. 

Mr. Bennett had long been active 
in philatelic affairs, dealing in stamps 
as a part-time dealer for twenty years 
until 1929, when he sold his business 
and severed most of his philatelic 
connections.

They were, my boy, they were. As 
members of my first Cabinet they 
quarreled so greatly that Mr. Hamil- 
ton finally resigned and I lost the 
greatest Secretary of the Treasury 
our beloved country has ever had. 
But now we see things in a different 
light and they spend much time to- 
gether talking over our early history 
and struggles. Shall I ask him to 
step over here? 

Just a moment, General, if you 
please. May I ask you first to tell me 
a little of his career—things that he 
would probably hesitate about telling? 
You and he were close friends, I be- 
lieve. 

We were, young sir, and I shall be 
glad to speak of his great qualities. 
He was born on the Island of Nevis 
and as a lad gave evidence of such 
greatness that at 15 he was sent to 
the U. S. to prepare for college. In 
his 16th year he wrote letters on 
political matters to the N. Y. press 
that were so remarkable that they 
were attributed to John Jay. 

He became a Captain of Artillery 
at the beginning of the Revolution 
and fought so well that at the very 
early age of 20 I not only made him 
my aide-de-camp but he became my 
close friend and adviser. After the 
war he became prominent at the N. 
Y. bar and then helped frame our 
Constitution and was of great assist- 
ance in getting several of the reluctant 
states to adopt it. 

Then at 47 a duel was forced upon 
him by Aaron Burr and he was mor- 
tally wounded, thus ending the career 
of one of our greatest men of all 
times. What a man he was! Out of 
chaos he established our national fi- 
nancial policy, which has endured to 
this day

BALLYHOO How it hurts to see one 

succeed is well illus- 
trated by a paragraph in a dealers 
sheet in which this dealer howls be- 
cause we have at recent times printed 
a larger volume of advertising than 
we carry of reading matter. 








We are happy to say, however, that | 


so long as we are not besieged by 
complaints of this sort from paid 
subscribers that we shall not worry 
about that matter. 

This same item that we referred to 
goes on to say, “No wonder every 
little boy with a 3x5 press is issuing 
a stamp paper. We wonder how 
many more papers the trade can sup- 
port before all crash.” 

If the above remark were true there 
might be some food for thought in it 
but such is not the case for at the 
present time there are not near so 
many stamp publications in the 
United States as there were twenty 
or thirty years ago. This situation 
is due, probably more than any other 
reason to the fact that the stamp 
dealer today is more of a business 
man than was the stamp dealer of 
those earlier days. Today, the stamp 
dealer must know what publications 
are bringing him business from his 
advertising and if a publication can 
do that it is worthy of support and 
will get support and it is circulation 
that brings results, thus the bulk of 
the business naturally goes to the 
publications with the larger circula- 
tion. 

It is of course true that a lot of 
advertising is given some spasmodic 
sheets that pop up now and then. This 
advertising patronage is gained usu- 
ally on the small price charged for 
advertising. There are a class of peo- 
ple who can not see the difference be- 


| tween a price per inch and a price 
per inch-per thousand circulation. 

Perhaps a little lesson in arithme- 
tic might help some of this class of 
dealers to get more results from their 
advertising money. 

For example, take a publication 
claiming 1000 circulation with a price 
as low as 50c per inch. This means 
50c per inch per 1000 collectors that 
you can reach. 

Our price for an inch is $2.00. We 
reach over 9500 collectors so that 
your cost per inch per 1000 collectors 
that you can reach, instead of being 
50c is about 21 cents. For space 


0| larger than a single inch the propor- 


tionate cost is much lower.

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SOME UNLISTED PRECANCELLED 
STAMPS OF CANADA 


By T. B. Hyatt 


I have seen the definitions of “‘pre- 
cancels” as “stamps which have been 
cancelled by having the entire sheet} 
cancelled at once and before being ap- 

plied to the envelopes”. This defi- 
al is, of course, not correct—al- 
though most precancels are so can- 
celled. The above definition would 
bar a number of classics which were 
precancelled by printing after having | 
been individually applied to the enve- 
lopes. 

There is a class of precancels which | 
have not been given recognition as} 
such—nor has recognition been sought , 
for them. However they are precan- 
celled. Four specimens are being sent! 
the Editor of this publication with| 
this article as examples. They are 
first-flight covers from the Peace | 
River (Canada) flight of Jan. $i...} 
Feb. 1st, 1931. 

The history of these covers is that! 
they were sent to the office of the, 
District Superintendent of Mail Serv- | 
ice at Edmonton at which office the 
eachets were applied as a cancella- 
tion to part of the stamps on each

cover. The covers were then sent to 
the respective offices (Peace River, 
Carcajou, and Fort Vermillion, all in 
Alberta). This occured early in De- 
cember, 1930. The flights were sched- 
uled to occur about Dec. 8th, 1930, 
and a postmark of this date was ap- 
plied to letters at Peace River. A 
postmark of the later date (Jan. 31 


‘or Feb. 1) was applied at the same 


office and at the other offices, repre- 
senting the date at which the flight 
actually occured. 

Need I say more in regard to the 
matter of precancellation than to re- 
peat that the cachet-cancellation was 
| applied about two months prior to 
|the date of dispatch and was applied, 
not at the offices of dispatch, but in 
the office of the District Superintend- 
ent. 

The same practice occured previous- 
ly in the flight from Ft. McMurray 
to Aklavik, etc. However in this case 
-an Edmonton postmark was applied 
and northbound covers were never 
actually in the Ft. McMurray office. 

Since the inauguration of airmail 
service in Canada some seventy of- 
ficial cachets have been used as the 
only cancellation on stamps used on 
the covers and it is probable that all 
.. them might be classed as precan- 
cels.
